Homer Martin, U. A. W. presi- | 
dent, who issued an ultimatum of | 


a general strike, to be called today | 
unless police desisted in their cam- | 


paign against smaller striker-occu- 
pied plants, said a decision would 
not be reached immediately. 

To suggestions the union was 
“bluffing,” He. replied _‘‘General 
Motors thought we were bluffing 
and Chrysler thought we were bluff- 
ing. We are not bluffing in this 
matter, either.” 

The U. A. W. officials were con- 
centrating on plans for a huge mass 
meeting to be held tomorrow eve- 
ning at Cadillac Square despite the 
city council’s refusal of a permit, 

Ed. Hall, second vice president 
of the union, said: ‘‘We don’t give 
a whoop about the permit; we'll be 
there anyway.” Martin said between 
100,000 and 200,000 would participate,

Couzens Backs Rally. 
Mayor Frank Couzens announced 
tonight he would recommend to the 


common council that it issue permis- 
sion for the labor rally tomorrow un- 
certain conditions. 

The mayor’s announcement followed 
a long conferer ) with Martin, Rich- 
and Frankensteen, U. A. W. organiza- 
tional director, and Frank X. Martel, 
president of the Detroit and Wayne 
County Federation of Labor. 

The mayor said it was agreed the 
meeting was to be “peaceful and or- 
derly” and under the protection of city 
police “so as to prevent any unlawful 
or outside interference.” 

The agreement was contingent upon 
the council's concurrence, he said. 

Couzens read a prepared statement 
denying police had employed brutality 
in ejecting sit-down strikers, and said 
“we (the mayor and the police de- 
partment) reaffirm our positive state- 
ment that there will be no interfer- 
ence in peaceful so-called = sit-down 
strikes.” 

Asked if the U. A. W. strike which 
closed all divisions of the Chrysler 
Corporation fell in the “peaceful” 
category, Superintendent of Police 
Pickert said: *““That’s a court matter.” 

Martin Accuses Chrysler. 

Martin, in a statement today, charg- 
ed that the Chrysler Corporation had 
“deliberately” withheld “valuable evi- 
dence” from the La Follette senate 
investigating committee, and accused 
it aleo of black..sting a number of 
employes for “union activity.”

The Textile Workers’ Industrial 
Committee, which will direct. the na- 
tional drive, has taken over the entire 
membershif and organization of the 
United Textile Workers, Mr. Nance, 
said. It is the hope of leaders to se- 
cure a membership in the T. W. I. O., 
of at least 3,000,000. Membership in 
the United Textile Workers” was 
about 90,000 when it was absorbed 
by the new group. 

A. F. of L. Relations Unchanged. 

Organization of the Textile Work- 
ers’ Industrial Committee will not af- 
fect relations in this territory with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
according to Mr. Nance.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—(UP) 
Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes 
snid today in a letter to Senator Bur- 
ton K. Wheeler, Democrat, Montana, 
that President Roosevelt’s judiciary 
reorganization plan was likely to im- 
pair the efficiency of the supreme 
court. 

Wheeler read the letter to the sen- 

ate judiciary committee as opponents 
or the plan opened their attack-on the 
measure. In it the chief justice cast 
doubt on the constitutionality of di- 
viding an enlarged’ court into sections 
to speed its work, a suggestion made 
by administratio: witnesses. 

Hughes said he spoke with the con- 
currence of Justices Louis. D. Bran- 
deis and Willis Van Devanter, who 
are considered the No. 1 liberal and 
conservative, respectively, of the court. 
He added that while he had not had 
time to confer with all members, he 
believed he expressed the view of the 
entire court. 

Avoids Policy Comment. 
He made clear, however, that he 


was commenting only on the opera- 
tions of an enlarged court, and avoided 
any comment on its policy. 

It was the first formal statement 
by a member of the court comment- 
ing specifically on Mr. Roosevelt’s 
pending bill, which would permit ap- 
pointment of six additional justices if 
those now over 70 fail to resign. 

Wheeler, leading opponent of the 
plan, after reading the letter to an 
attentive committee and a packed 
hearing room, gave the committee three 
reasons for his opposition. He argued 
Pthat: 

1, There is “no assurance you will 
cet relief’ for labor, agriculture and 
other groups in the manner proposed. 

2. It is “immoral.”

3. It is a “ston gap” plan rather 
than a fundamental solution of the

RETIRED JUSTICE 
BACKS GUURT PLAN 


John H. Clarke Declares 
Reform Proposal Is 
‘Clearly Constitutional.’ 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., March 22.—(?) 
John Hessin Clarke, only living retired 
supreme court justice, told the nation 
tonight that President Roosevelt's 
judiciary reform proposal is “plainly 
within the powers granted to the con- 
gress and therefore clearly constitu- 
tional.” 

Clarke, who became associate jus- 
tice in 1916, resigned from the su- 
preme court in 1922 to devote his 
time to cultivating public opinion fa- 
vorable to world peace. 

Addressing a nation-wide _ radio 
(NBC) audience, he said he yielded 
to no one in his “confidence in and 
estimate of the great value of the 
supreme court as a department of our 
government, and I shall not criticize 
in any manner either any of its re- 
cent decisions, or the propo@als of the 
President. 

“Would a conditional increase of 
the number of judges of the supreme 
court by act of congress, as recom- 
mended by the President, be constitu- 
tional or not?’ Clarke asked, “TI shall 
confine myeelf to that naked legal 
question. 

“No rule of law is better established 
than that great weight must always 
be given by the courts to early—-con- 
temporaneous—construction of the 
constitution by the legislative or exec- 
utive departments of the government, 
especially when such construction har

Engine and Six Freight Cars 
Plunge Down Embank- 
ment at Ben Hill. 


A. M. Wilder, -roadmaster of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham & Coast Rail- 
road was seriously injured when an en- 


gine and six freight cars struck a 
split rail and plunged over an embank- 
ment yesterday morning near Ben 
Hill, His condition was reported as

Discrimination Against Sex 
Is ‘Un-American,’ She 


Declares. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 22.— 
(?)—Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, stop- 
ring here today on her seven-state lec- 
ture tour, declared discrimination 
against women in business was “un- 
American.” 

Exclusion of women, especially 
teachers, from jobs by some states dur- 
ing the depression, brought this com- 
ment from the first lady in an inter- 
view: 

“Of course this was an emergency 
measure which I personally hope will 
not be permanent. 

“Married women probably make bet- 
ter teachers than single ones, and I 
personally think that in excluding 
them the schools suffer more than 
the women, 

“The theory of government is that 
by working we produce more that other 
people can have, and when that theory 
is violated it seems to me that we have 
lost something. 

“But for women to work is an in- 
dividual thing for each woman to de- 
cide, Their homes should come first, 
but there should be no diserimination 
against them. 

“They should be given the chance to 
work on the basis of doing the job. 
Jt seems to me that all job-giving | 
should be on that  basis—personal 
qualification without regard to sex.”

The text of the letter of the three 
law school instructors follows in full: 
Law School of Harvard University, 

Cambridge, Mass. 

Editor Constitution: The President, 
in advocating his court proposals, jus- 
tified them by the parable of the 
three horses used to plough a field, 
who must “pull together.” But the 
legislative, executive and judiciary 
branches of this government are not 
under a duty to have no differences. 
If a President vetoes a measure pass- 
ed by the congress, he cannot justly 
‘be held up to reproach or obloquy as 
the horse that lay down. On the 
contrary, it is his duty, under the con- 
stitution, to exercise an independent 
judgment, and, on occasion, to be a 
check upon the legislature. It is also 
the duty of the judiciary, if, exercising 
an independent judgment, it is con- 
vinced that a measure passed by the 
legislature violates a provision of the 
constitution, so to declare. If it does 
so declare, it cannot justly be held up 
to reproach or obloquy as the horse 
that lay down.

Checks and Balances.

The will of the house of commons is 
final on some matters at once, and 
on all other matters after a relatively 
short period. In substance, the prime 
minister could rule Great Britain as 
he pleased, provided that he had a 
majority in the house of commons who 
were subservient to his will. At pres- 
ent the house of commons is in the 
control of independent men, and a 
prime minister would be quickly 

urged if he had illusions of grandeur.

democracy would be gone. 

Senate Independence Threatened. 

If the President’s proposals are 
enacted by the senate, we shall have 
taken a long step away from our 
system of checks and balances. The

INVESTIGATION ENDED 
IN SCHOOL EXPLOSION 


Expert Believes Accumulat- 
ed Gas Under Basement 
Caused Blast. 


—_—_— 


NEW LONDON, Tex., March 22. 
(P)—A military inquiry into the Lon- 
don school explosion which killed 
455 children and teacher ended dra- 
matically late today with the tormal 
opinion of Dr. K. P. Schoch, explo- 
sions expert, that accumulated gas 
under the basement floor caused the 
blast, ; 

Martial law, in effect since a few 
hours after last Thursdays disaster, 
was lifted from the community imme- 
diately after the close of the hearing. 

Evidence presented in the three 
days of the inquiry included testimo- 
ny that the oil-wealthy school had 
connected its gas line to a waste gas 
carrier, without the formal consent of 
the owning company, and that heating 
system plans were changed when the 
school was built, for reasons of econ- 


omy. 

AN indications point indubitably 
to an explosion under the floor,’ Dr. 
Schoch said in announcing his con- 
clusion. ‘The professor of chemical 
engineering at the University of Tex- 
as did not give a formal opinion as 
to what set off the blast, but said 
there was a strong possibility an elec- 
tric spark ignited it. 

Light Switch Thrown. 

John Dial, 15, high school student, 
had testified the explosion occurred 
immediately after his manual train- 
ing teacher threw a light switch. 

The closing sensation was provided 
by Gordon C. Hawley, chief engineer 
of the state fire insurance department, 
who strode into the hearing and an- 
nounced escaping gas had been found 
under another nearby school “only a 
few hours ago.” 

“A test a few hours ago at the 
Carlisle school near here showed gas 
was escaping underneath the place at 
the rate of 720 cubic feet a day,” 
Hawley said. 

New Laws Urged. 

“In my opinion this tragedy would 
not have happened if certain regula- 
tory measures had been taken. I think 
we should have a state electric law, 
a state boiler safety code, a state exit 
code and all other general safety 
measures, and give the state authority 
to make ’em behave.”

Billion Bushels Possible. 

Department experts believe unless 
unfavorable weather is again a factor 
this summer, wheat harvesting will 
be far in excess of the average an- 
nial consumption of 625,000,000 bush- 
els. Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace said a yield of 1,000,000, bush- 
els could be conceivably expected, 

The heavy demand for exporte and 
the low yield in the southern hemi- 
sphere have combined with the low 
carryover to create a buyers’ market.

My Dear Senator Wheeler: 

In response to your inquiries, I 
have the honor to present the fol- 
lowing statement with respect to the 
work of the supreme court: 

1. The supreme court is_ fully 
sbreast of its work. When we rose

There are probably about 20 
per cent or so in addition which 
have a fair degree of plausibility but 
which fail to survive critical exami- 
nation. The remainder, falling short, 
I believe, of 20 per cent, show sub- 
stantial grounds and are granted. I 
think that it is the view of the mem- 
bers of the court that if any error 
is made in dealing*with these appli- 
cations it is on the side of liberality.

Where the appeal purports to lie |

(A) Where a state court has de- 
cided a federal question of substance, 
not theretofore determined by this 
court, or has decided it in a way 
probably not in accord with appli- 
cable decisions of this court. 

(B) Where a circuit court of ap- 
peals has rendered a decision in con- 
fliet with the decision of another 
circuit court of appeals on the same 
matter; or has decided an important 
question of local law in a way prob- 
ably in conflict with applicable local 
decisions; or has decided an jimpor- 
tant question of general law in a 
way probably untenable or in conflict 
with the weight of authority; or has 
decided an important question of 
federal law which has not been, but 
should be, settled by this court: or 
has decided a federal question in a 
way probably in conflict with appli- 
cable decisions of this court; or has 
so far departed from the accepted and 
usual course of judicial proceedings, 
or so far sanctioned such a depar- 
ture by a lower court, as to call for 
an exercise of this court’s power of 
supervision. 

(C). Where the United States 
court of appeals for the District of 
Columbia has decided a question of 
general importance, or a question of 
substance relating to the contruction 
or application of the constitution, 
or a treaty or statute, of the United 
States, which has not been, but 
should be, settled by: this court; or 
where that court has not given prop- 
er effect to an applicable decision of 
this court.” 

Rules Impartially Applied. 

These rules are impartially ap- 
plied, as it is most important that 
they should be. 

should add that petitions for 
certiorari are not apportioned among 
the justices. In all matters before 
the court, except in the mere routine 
of administration, all the justices— 
unless for some reason a justice is 
disqualified or unable to act in a 
particular case—participate in the 
decision. This applies to the grant 
or refusal of petitions for certiorari. 
Furthermore, petitions for certiorari 
are granted if four justices think 
that they should be. A vote by a 
majority is not required in such 
cases. Even if two or three of the 
justices are strongly of the opinion 
that certiorari should be allowed, 
frequently the other justices will ac- 
quiesce in their view but the petition 
is always granted if four so vote. 

6. The work of passing upon 
these applications for certiorari is 
laborious but the court is able to 
eg it adequately.

“Let us apply this rule to the his- 
tory of the action of congress and of 
many residents with respect to our 
subject. 

“The government under the consti- 
tution was‘ organized in April, 1789, 
and five months later, in September, 
by act of congress, approved by Presi- 
dent Washington, provision was made 
for the organization of the supreme 
court, and the number of judges was 
fixed at six. 

“This action of congress in deter- 
mining the number of judges of the 
supreme court was accepted by the 
country as obviously constitutional, 
the judges were appointed by Presi- 
dent Washington and proceeded to act, 
under it. 

“The number of judges remained 
at six for 11 years, until in 1801 
when congress, reduced the number to 
five by an act approved by John 
Adams, our second President. The 
number of five judges continued for 
only one year when, by act of con- 
gtess, approved by President Jeffer- 
son, our third President, the number 
of judges was restored to the original 


six. 
“With this number of six judges the 
court continued for five years, when 
again by act of congress, also ap- 
proved by Jefferson, the number was 
increased to seven. - # i

the court continued in the discharge 
of its high duties fot 30 years, when

“This fifth change to 10 continued 
for only three years, when in 1866, 
shortly after the death of President 
Lincoln, again by act of congress it 
was provided: ‘That no vacancy in 
the office of associate justice of the 
supreme court shall be filed by ap- 
pointment until the number of asso- 
ciate justices shall be reduced to six, 
making seven with the chief justice. 


“This potential reduction of the 
tetal number of judges from ten to 
seven also lasted only three years, 
when, General Grant being elected 
l’resident, by act of. congress,-approved 
by him, in 1869, the number of asso- 
ciate justices was restored to nine, at 
_ number it has continued to our 

ny. 

Congress Determines Court Size. 

“Thus in 80 years of our history the 
number of judges of the supreme court 
was first determined. by act of con- 
gress; twice the number has been re- 
dneed, and five times it has been in- 
creased, always by act of congress, 
and nevér before has the power of 
congress under the constitution to thus 
legislate been. questioned, certainly not 
in the courts. 

“It is confidently believed that few, 
if any, other important powers of con- 
gress have been so early and so often 
exercised with the entire approval of 
our country, our presidents, and our 
courts, as this of determining the num- 
ber of judges of the supreme court. 

“This history alone, were there no 
other reason, would warrant the 
courts, indeed would compel any court 
to approve as constitutional such exer- 
cise of power by congress as the 
F’resident proposed. 

Consider now for a moment the 
specific provisions of the constitution 
cr which this long line of congres- 
sional and executive action, which we 
have recalled, has been based. They 
are only two, and they are very short. 

“First—the constitution declares 
"The judicial power of the United 
States shall be vested in one supreme 
court, and in such inferior courts as 
the congress may from time to time 
urdain and estab:ish,’ and . 

“Second—after providing a very lim- 
ited original jurisdiction for the su- 
rreme court. the constitution declares. 
‘In all other cases before mentioned 
eo ere court shall have appellate 
jurisdiction 

under 


. .. With such ex 
and such regulations as 


gress shal] make.’ . .. And that is all. 

“While the constitution thus de- 
clared we shall have a supreme court, 
no provision whatever was made for 
its organization, and it was at once 
apparent that the only department of 


government which could provide for 
such organization was the congress 
and accordingly the long. .course of 
congressional action with regard to the 
membership of the court which we 
have just recalled was promptly en- 
tered upon, was accepted, and by act- 
ing under it, approved by the court 
and the country. 

“But in addition to this, in the 
provisions of the constitution quoted, 
the congress also. found obvious war- 
rant for regulating in all respects the 
appellate jurisdiction of the court, and 
this power of congress over the su- 
preme court has also been frequently 
erercised—always with the approval 
of all three branches ofthe govern- 
ment. 

“No amount of argument could make 
this grant of power we are consider- 
ing clearer than these plain provisions 
cf the constitution make it—to argue 
this question further would obscure it. 

“The wise men who framed our con- 
stitution may have had more confi- 
dence in the wisdom and patriotism of 
the congresses and the Presidents which 
were to come after them, and less con- 
fidence in courts than some seem to 
bave today. Whether or no they were 
wise in entrusting to the congress and 
to the President such extensive powers 
cver the courts.a”° we have found they 
possess and have long exercised—are 
not the questions which are now be- 
fore us. The single question as I am 
considering it is: would a constitu- 
tional increase in the number of judges 
of the supreme court. by act of con- 
gress. as recommended by the Presi- 
dent be constitutional or not? 

“And for the reasons thus briefly 
stated I think that the answer to that 
question should. be—must be—that 
sach an act would plainly be within 
the powers granted to the congress 
and therefore clearly constitutional.”

President Urges Preserva- 
tion of Homesteads of Men 
of Historical Note.

President Roosevelt, accepting 
membership in the University of Geor- 
gia’s historic literary and oratorical 
society, Phi Kappa, asserted today the 
homesteads of prominent men in Amer- 
ican history should be preserved. 

The brief ceremony was held on his 
vacation cottage veratitla. |

Accepting the honor from .young | 


Morris Abram, society president, in 
the presence of eight others from the 
Athens, Ga., institution, the chief. ex- 
ecutive told of his own college ac- 
tivities and stressed the need for pre- 
serving the homesteads of prominent 
Americans such as Alexander Ste- 
phens, vice president of the Confed- 
oe and a Georgian. 

Phi Kappa, originally formed as a 
secret society with a motto “In agree- 
ment or disagreement, we are always 
friends,” has on its membership rolls 
such men as Presidents Jackson, Tyler, 
Polk and Buchanan, Henry Clay, Jef- 
ferson Davis, President of the Con- 
federacy, and Napoleon ITI. 

“Friend of the Universe.” 

Its full name,’ Philo Kosmean, 
means, “a friend of the universe.” 

Abrams said Mr. Roosevelt had been 
in spirit a member of Phi Kappa, for 
he had always “loved the universe 
- » » and humanity.” He added An- 
drew Jackson had been an exponent 
of the same principles for which Mr. 
Roosevelt stood. 

“Those ideals of justice and leader- 
ship above class distinction and _ see- 
tionaliem,”’ he said, ‘‘have always been 
the ideals of Phi Kappa in its long 
history of service to state and nation. 

“Your life has been one dedicated 
to the betterment of your fellow man. 
You have given new te and inspira- 
tion to the under-privileged and neg- 
lected. You have shown to all the 
world the adequacy of Democratic 
leadership to meet twentieth century 
progress.’ 

The President, replying, said the 
ceremony carried him back to 1901, 
when he became a member of Har- 
vard’s oldest literary society organ- 
ized by James Russell Lowell and 
Edward Everett Hale; that in many 
ways the ceremony was similar, and 
that later the Harvard society became 
a chapter of Alpha Delta Phi. 

Harvard and Georgia. 

He said there was a real tie between 
Harvard and the University of Geor- 
gia in this work. He mentioned Hen- 
ry W. Grady, Georgia’s famous orator- 
editor, who was a member of the so- 
ciety, and said his father knew him 
well and admired him. 

He recalled his father’s friendship 
with President Cleveland and how 
Stephens, while in congress, had put 
through a bill establishing a division 
in the Department of the Interior to 
help secure and maintain homes of 
prominent Americans. 

He said while at Harvard he never 
went in for debating, but devoted most 
of his spare time writing for the Crim- 
son, the Harvard paper.,

COURT PLAN IS TERMED 


Judge Park Renews Praise 
of President’s Proposal To 
Reform Judiciary. 


SPARTA, Ga., March 22.—(7)— 
Superior Court Judge James B. Park, 
83, told the Hancock county grand 
jury today that President Roosevelt 
“is only endeavoring to prevent some 
members of the supreme court from 
being dictators’ by proposing to re- 
organize the nation’s highest tribunal. 


The dean of Georgia’s circuit court 
bench continued his praise of the 
President’s judiciary proposal, first 
voiced last week in another address 
to a grand jury. 

Judge Park said he favors. the 
President’s plan to permit retirement 
of supreme court justices on full pay 
for life when they reach the age of 70. 

“There have been many unjust criti- 
cisms of the President for making the 
(court reorganization) proposal,” he 
said today, “and some are endeavoring 
to make the people of this country be- 
lieve that from this alone he is a dic- 
tator.”’ , 

Citing the ‘“constitutionality”’ of 
the plan, Judge Park said “all of this 
furor against our wise President is 
only propaganda to prevent him from 
carrying out the mandates of the peo- 


ple. 

“By the decisions of former mem- 
| bers and also some present members 
of: said court,” he continued, “some 
of the acts of congress passed for the 
general welfare of the people since 
March 4, 1983 have been set aside 
without rime or reason or constitu- 
tional authority. 

“T honor and admire our President 
for having the courage in endeavoring 
to earry out his promises and the 
rank and file of the voters of the 
United. States are surprised teat he 
has not the combined assistance of 
the Democratic members of consress.” 

The veteran jurist said that ‘‘while 
I accord sincerity and honesty to the 
members of the supreme court in de- 
ciding cases and have the greatest re- 
spect for the laws of our country, yet 
I am free to say that judges, like in- 
dividuals, often decide issues from 
their respective point of view.’’

troubles, and a lack of G can make 
your crowning glory as drab as a 
mop. In fact,-no beauty can hold up 
hg vitamins—and we can prove 


A balanced diet is a beauty diet, for 
it supplies the important foods in 
adequate amegunts. No matter what | 
ou. are doing about your weight, you | 
deed to. 1,000. calories. a day in} 
the protective elements, vitamins, min-' 
erals and protein. 

Each vitamin and mineral plays its’ 
role in your appearance. Vitamin A’ 
builds up your resistance to colds. | 
Lack of sleep is not the only thing, 
that puts circles under your eyes. It 
may sinusitis and insufficient vit- 
amin A. Lack of this same vitamin 
makes .you susceptible to skin infec- 
tion, causes rough, dry skin, effects 
your teeth and the sparkle in your 
eyes! It seems that a deficiency in this 
vitamin can well-nigh ruin a girl's 
looks, so be sure that you get your 
milk, butter, cream, egg yolks, spin- 
ach, carrots—and cod liver oil. These 
are the richest sources of the vitamin. 

Being more highly strung than the 
stolid sex, women need more vitamin 
B. Unless you get your share of this 
vitamin you are unprotected against 


we know what frazzled nerves can do 
to beauty! Underweights, particularly, 
should take an optimum amount of vit- 
amin B, and so should the extremely 
active person with great nervous drive. 
Vitamin B also contributes to muscu- 
lar tone and to clarity of the skin. 
Good sources are yeast, wheat embryo 
and whole grains. It is found in vege- 
tables in varying amounts. 

Before vitamins were even heard 
of, lemons were found helpful in the 
treatment of rheumatism. Now we 
know that a lack of vitamin C leads tu 
stiffness of the joints. This vitamin 
is richest in canned or fresh orange 
juice, grapefruit, tomato juice, pine- 
apple juice and lemons. Raw cabbage 
and cooked potato are also excellent 
sources. 

The sunshine vitamin D is essential 
to the utilization of calcium for bones 
and teeth. Vitamin: D can be stored 
in the summer, but concentrates of A 
and D are a desirable addition to the 
winter diet of both children and adults. 
The vitamin is also obtained from but- 
ter, egg yolk and irradiated foods. 

We doubt if vitamin G will cure 
baldness, but a deficiency most cer- 
tainly results in dullness and loss 
of hair. Vitamin G—a good source of 
which is milk—is known also to be im- 
portant to a lovely skin. The vitamin 
is contained in yeast, yeast extracts, 
milk, meat, eggs and legumes.

Numerous Minnie 
balls, large bullets fired from an- 
cient muskets, are prevalent in this 
section. These relics will form. a nu- 
cleus for the Paces Ferry road col- 
lection of interesting historical treas- 
ures.”
